September 30, 1998, and for other purposes, namely:5

EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING ADMINISTRATION2

TRAINING AND EMPLOYMENT SERVICES3

For necessary expenses of the Job Training Partner-4

ship Act, as amended, including the purchase and hire of5

passenger motor vehicles, the construction, alteration, and6

repair of buildings and other facilities, and the purchase7

of real property for training centers as authorized by the8

Job Training Partnership Act; the Stewart B. McKinney9

Homeless Assistance Act; the Women in Apprenticeship and10

Nontraditional Occupations Act; the National Skill Stand-11

ards Act of 1994; and the School-to-Work Opportunities12

Act; $5,010,053,000 plus reimbursements, of which13

$3,815,062,000 is available for obligation for the period14

July 1, 1998 through June 30, 1999; of which $118,491,00015

is available for the period July 1, 1998 through June 30,16

2001 for necessary expenses of construction, rehabilitation,17

and acquisition of Job Corps centers; and of which18

$200,000,000 shall be available from July 1, 1998 through19

September 30, 1999, for carrying out activities of the20

School-to-Work Opportunities Act: Provided, That21

$55,127,000 shall be for carrying out section 401 of the Job22

Training Partnership Act, $72,749,000 shall be for carry-23

ing out section 402 of such Act, $7,300,000 shall be for car-24

rying out section 441 of such Act, $10,000,000 shall be for25
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all activities conducted by and through the National Occu-1

pational Information Coordinating Committee under such2

Act, $955,000,000 shall be for carrying out title II, part3

A of such Act, and $129,965,000 shall be for carrying out4

title II, part C of such Act: Provided further, That the Na-5

tional Occupational Information Coordinating Committee6

is authorized, effective upon enactment, to charge fees for7

publications, training and technical assistance developed by8

the National Occupational Information Coordinating Com-9

mittee: Provided further, That revenues received from publi-10

cations and delivery of technical assistance and training,11

notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3302, shall be credited to the12

National Occupational Information Coordinating Commit-13

tee program account and shall be available to the National14

Occupational Information Coordinating Committee without15

further appropriations, so long as such revenues are used16

for authorized activities of the National Occupational Infor-17

mation Coordinating Committee: Provided further, That no18

funds from any other appropriation shall be used to provide19

meal services at or for Job Corps centers: Provided further,20

That funds provided for title III of the Job Training Part-21

nership Act shall not be subject to the limitation contained22

in subsection (b) of section 315 of such Act; that the waiver23

described in section 315(a)(2) may be granted if a substate24

grantee demonstrates to the Governor that such waiver is25
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appropriate due to the availability of low-cost retraining1

services, is necessary to facilitate the provision of needs-re-2

lated payments to accompany long-term training, or is nec-3

essary to facilitate the provision of appropriate basic read-4

justment services; and that funds provided for discretionary5

grants under part B of such title III may be used to provide6

needs-related payments to participants who, in lieu of meet-7

ing the enrollment requirements under section 314(e) of8

such Act, are enrolled in training by the end of the sixth9

week after grant funds have been awarded: Provided further,10

That funds provided to carry out section 324 of such Act11

may be used for demonstation projects that provide assist-12

ance to new entrants in the workforce and incumbent work-13

ers: Provided further, That service delivery areas may14

transfer funding provided herein under authority of title15

II, parts B and C of the Job Training Partnership Act be-16

tween the programs authorized by those titles of the Act,17

if the transfer is approved by the Governor: Provided fur-18

ther, That service delivery areas and substate areas may19

transfer up to 20 percent of the funding provided herein20

under authority of title II, part A and title III of the Job21

Training Partnership Act between the programs authorized22

by those titles of the Act, if such transfer is approved by23

the Governor: Provided further, That, notwithstanding any24

other provision of law, any proceeds from the sale of Job25
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Corps center facilities shall be retained by the Secretary of1

Labor to carry out the Job Corps program: Provided fur-2

ther, That notwithstanding any other provision of law, the3

Secretary of Labor may waive any of the statutory or regu-4

latory requirements of titles I–III of the Job Training Part-5

nership Act (except for requirements relating to wage and6

labor standards, worker rights, participation and protec-7

tion, grievance procedures and judicial review, non-8

discrimination, allocation of funds to local areas, eligi-9

bility, review and approval of plans, the establishment and10

functions of service delivery areas and private industry11

councils, and the basic purposes of the Act), and any of12

the statutory or regulatory requirements of sections 8–1013

of the Wagner-Peyser Act (except for requirements relating14

to the provision of services to unemployment insurance15

claimants and veterans, and to universal access to basic16

labor exchange services without cost to job seekers), only for17

funds available for expenditure in program year 1998, pur-18

suant to a request submitted by a State which identifies19

the statutory or regulatory requirements that are requested20

to be waived and the goals which the State or local service21

delivery areas intend to achieve, describes the actions that22

the State or local service delivery areas have undertaken23

to remove State or local statutory or regulatory barriers,24

describes the goals of the waiver and the expected pro-25
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grammatic outcomes if the request is granted, describes the1

individuals impacted by the waiver, and describes the proc-2

ess used to monitor the progress in implementing a waiver,3

and for which notice and an opportunity to comment on4

such request has been provided to the organizations identi-5

fied in section 105(a)(1) of the Job Training Partnership6

Act, if and only to the extent that the Secretary determines7

that such requirements impede the ability of the State to8

implement a plan to improve the workforce development9

system and the State has executed a Memorandum of Un-10

derstanding with the Secretary requiring such State to meet11

agreed upon outcomes and implement other appropriate12

measures to ensure accountability: Provided further, That13

the Secretary of Labor shall establish a workforce flexibility14

(work-flex) partnership demonstration program under15

which the Secretary shall authorize not more than six16

States, of which at least three States shall each have popu-17

lations not in excess of 3,500,000, with a preference given18

to those States that have been designated Ed-Flex Partner-19

ship States under section 311(e) of Public Law 103–227,20

to waive any statutory or regulatory requirement applica-21

ble to service delivery areas or substate areas within the22

State under titles I–III of the Job Training Partnership23

Act (except for requirements relating to wage and labor24

standards, grievance procedures and judicial review, non-25
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discrimination, allotment of funds, and eligibility), and1

any of the statutory or regulatory requirements of sections2

8–10 of the Wagner-Peyser Act (except for requirements re-3

lating to the provision of services to unemployment insur-4

ance claimants and veterans, and to universal access to5

basic labor exchange services without cost to job seekers),6

for a duration not to exceed the waiver period authorized7

under section 311(e) of Public Law 103–227, pursuant to8

a plan submitted by such States and approved by the Sec-9

retary for the provision of workforce employment and train-10

ing activities in the States, which includes a description11

of the process by which service delivery areas and substate12

areas may apply for and have waivers approved by the13

State, the requirements of the Wagner-Peyser Act to be14

waived, the outcomes to be achieved and other measures to15

be taken to ensure appropriate accountability for Federal16

funds.17

For necessary expenses of Opportunity Areas of Out-18

of-School Youth, in addition to amounts otherwise provided19

herein, $250,000,000, to be available for obligation for the20

period October 1, 1998 through September 30, 1999, if job21

training reform legislation authorizing this or similar at-22

risk youth projects is enacted by April 1, 1998.23
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COMMUNITY SERVICE EMPLOYMENT FOR OLDER AMERICANS1

(TRANSFER OF FUNDS)2

To carry out the activities for national grants or con-3

tracts with public agencies and public or private nonprofit4

organizations under paragraph (1)(A) of section 506(a) of5

title V of the Older Americans Act of 1965, as amended,6

or to carry out older worker activities as subsequently au-7

thorized, $353,340,000.8

To carry out the activities for grants to States under9

paragraph (3) of section 506(a) of title V of the Older Amer-10

icans Act of 1965, as amended, or to carry out older worker11

activities as subsequently authorized, $99,660,000.12

The funds appropriated under this heading shall be13

transferred to and merged with the Department of Health14

and Human Services, ‘‘Aging Services Programs’’, for the15

same purposes and the same period as the account to which16

transferred, following the enactment of legislation authoriz-17

ing the administration of the program by that Department.18

and including not to exceed $2,000,000 which may be obli-10

gated in contracts with non-State entities for activities such11

as occupational and test research activities which benefit12

the Federal-State Employment Service System), which may13

be expended from the Employment Security Administration14

account in the Unemployment Trust Fund including the15

cost of administering section 1201 of the Small Business16

Job Protection Act of 1996, section 7(d) of the Wagner-17

Peyser Act, as amended, the Trade Act of 1974, as amended,18

the Immigration Act of 1990, and the Immigration and Na-19

tionality Act, as amended, and of which the sums available20

in the allocation for activities authorized by title III of the21

Social Security Act, as amended (42 U.S.C. 502–504), and22

the sums available in the allocation for necessary adminis-23

trative expenses for carrying out 5 U.S.C. 8501–8523, shall24

be available for obligation by the States through December25

31, 1998, except that funds used for automation acquisi-26
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tions shall be available for obligation by States through1

September 30, 2000; and of which $173,452,000, together2

with not to exceed $738,283,000 of the amount which may3

be expended from said trust fund, shall be available for obli-4

gation for the period July 1, 1998 through June 30, 1999,5

to fund activities under the Act of June 6, 1933, as amend-6

ed, including the cost of penalty mail authorized under 397

U.S.C. 3202(a)(1)(E) made available to States in lieu of8

allotments for such purpose, and of which $150,000,0009

shall be available solely for the purpose of assisting States10

to convert their automated State employment security agen-11

cy systems to be year 2000 compliant, and of which12

$212,333,000 shall be available only to the extent necessary13

for additional State allocations to administer unemploy-14

ment compensation laws to finance increases in the number15

of unemployment insurance claims filed and claims paid16

or changes in a State law: Provided, That to the extent that17

the Average Weekly Insured Unemployment (AWIU) for fis-18

cal year 1998 is projected by the Department of Labor to19

exceed 2,789,000 an additional $28,600,000 shall be avail-20

able for obligation for every 100,000 increase in the AWIU21

level (including a pro rata amount for any increment less22

than 100,000) from the Employment Security Administra-23

tion Account of the Unemployment Trust Fund: Provided24

further, That funds appropriated in this Act which are used25
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to establish a national one-stop career center network may1

be obligated in contracts, grants or agreements with non-2

State entities: Provided further, That funds appropriated3

under this Act for activities authorized under the Wagner-4

Peyser Act, as amended, and title III of the Social Security5

Act, may be used by the States to fund integrated Employ-6

ment Service and Unemployment Insurance automation ef-7

forts, notwithstanding cost allocation principles prescribed8

under Office of Management and Budget Circular A–87.9

ADVANCES TO THE UNEMPLOYMENT TRUST FUND AND10

OTHER FUNDS11

For repayable advances to the Unemployment Trust12

Fund as authorized by sections 905(d) and 1203 of the So-13

cial Security Act, as amended, and to the Black Lung Dis-14

ability Trust Fund as authorized by section 9501(c)(1) of15

the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended; and for16

nonrepayable advances to the Unemployment Trust Fund17

as authorized by section 8509 of title 5, United States Code,18

section 104(d) of Public Law 102–164, and section 5 of19

Public Law 103–6, and to the ‘‘Federal unemployment ben-20

efits and allowances’’ account, to remain available until21

September 30, 1999, $392,000,000.22

In addition, for making repayable advances to the23

Black Lung Disability Trust Fund in the current fiscal24

For necessary expenses for the Pension and Welfare11

Benefits Administration, $82,000,000, of which $3,000,00012

shall remain available through September 30, 1999 for ex-13

penses of completing the revision of the processing of em-14

ployee benefit plan returns.15

PENSION BENEFIT GUARANTY CORPORATION16

PENSION BENEFIT GUARANTY CORPORATION FUND17

The Pension Benefit Guaranty Corporation is author-18

ized to make such expenditures, including financial assist-19

ance authorized by section 104 of Public Law 96–364, with-20

in limits of funds and borrowing authority available to21

such Corporation, and in accord with law, and to make22

such contracts and commitments without regard to fiscal23

year limitations as provided by section 104 of the Govern-24

ment Corporation Control Act, as amended (31 U.S.C.25

9104), as may be necessary in carrying out the program26
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through September 30, 1998, for such Corporation: Pro-1

vided, That not to exceed $10,433,000 shall be available for2

administrative expenses of the Corporation: Provided fur-3

ther, That expenses of such Corporation in connection with4

the termination of pension plans, for the acquisition, pro-5

tection or management, and investment of trust assets, and6

for benefits administration services shall be considered as7

non-administrative expenses for the purposes hereof, and ex-8

cluded from the above limitation.9

For necessary expenses for the Employment Standards12

Administration, including reimbursement to State, Federal,13

and local agencies and their employees for inspection serv-14

ices rendered, $299,660,000, together with $993,000 which15

may be expended from the Special Fund in accordance with16

sections 39(c) and 44(j) of the Longshore and Harbor Work-17

ers’ Compensation Act: Provided further, That the Secretary18

of Labor is authorized to accept, retain, and spend, until19

expended, in the name of the Department of Labor, all sums20

of money ordered to be paid to the Secretary of Labor, in21

accordance with the terms of the Consent Judgment in Civil22

Action No. 91–0027 of the United States District Court for23

the District of the Northern Mariana Islands (May 21,24

1992): Provided further, That the Secretary of Labor is au-25
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thorized to establish and, in accordance with 31 U.S.C.1

3302, collect and deposit in the Treasury fees for processing2

applications and issuing certificates under sections 11(d)3

and 14 of the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938, as amend-4

ed (29 U.S.C. 211(d) and 214) and for processing applica-5

tions and issuing registrations under title I of the Migrant6

and Seasonal Agricultural Worker Protection Act, 297

U.S.C. 1801 et seq.8

SPECIAL BENEFITS9

(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)10

For the payment of compensation, benefits, and ex-11

penses (except administrative expenses) accruing during the12

current or any prior fiscal year authorized by title 5, chap-13

ter 81 of the United States Code; continuation of benefits14

as provided for under the head ‘‘Civilian War Benefits’’ in15

the Federal Security Agency Appropriation Act, 1947; the16

Employees’ Compensation Commission Appropriation Act,17

1944; and sections 4(c) and 5(f) of the War Claims Act of18

1948 (50 U.S.C. App. 2012); and 50 per centum of the addi-19

tional compensation and benefits required by section 10(h)20

poration or instrumentality required under section 8147(c)10

of title 5, United States Code, to pay an amount for its11

fair share of the cost of administration, such sums as the12

Secretary of Labor determines to be the cost of administra-13

tion for employees of such fair share entities through Sep-14

tember 30, 1998: Provided further, That of those funds15

transferred to this account from the fair share entities to16

pay the cost of administration, $7,269,000 shall be made17

available to the Secretary of Labor for expenditures relating18

to capital improvements in support of Federal Employees’19

Compensation Act administration, and the balance of such20

funds shall be paid into the Treasury as miscellaneous re-21

ceipts: Provided further, That the Secretary may require22

that any person filing a notice of injury or a claim for23

benefits under chapter 81 of title 5, United States Code,24

or 33 U.S.C. 901 et seq., provide as part of such notice and25
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claim, such identifying information (including Social Secu-1

rity account number) as such regulations may prescribe.2

For necessary expenses for the Occupational Safety3

and Health Administration, $336,205,000, including not to4

exceed $77,941,000 which shall be the maximum amount5

available for grants to States under section 23(g) of the Oc-6

cupational Safety and Health Act, which grants shall be7

no less than fifty percent of the costs of State occupational8

safety and health programs required to be incurred under9

plans approved by the Secretary under section 18 of the10

Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970; and, in addi-11

tion, notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3302, the Occupational12

Safety and Health Administration may retain up to13

$750,000 per fiscal year of training institute course tuition14

fees, otherwise authorized by law to be collected, and may15

utilize such sums for occupational safety and health train-16

ing and education grants: Provided, That, notwithstanding17

31 U.S.C. 3302, the Secretary of Labor is authorized, dur-18

ing the fiscal year ending September 30, 1998, to collect19

and retain fees for services provided to Nationally Recog-20

nized Testing Laboratories, and may utilize such sums, in21

accordance with the provisions of 29 U.S.C. 9a, to admin-22

ister national and international laboratory recognition pro-23

grams that ensure the safety of equipment and products24

used by workers in the workplace: Provided further, That25

none of the funds appropriated under this paragraph shall1

be obligated or expended to prescribe, issue, administer, or2

enforce any standard, rule, regulation, or order under the3

Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970 which is ap-4

plicable to any person who is engaged in a farming oper-5

ation which does not maintain a temporary labor camp6

and employs ten or fewer employees: Provided further, That7

no funds appropriated under this paragraph shall be obli-8

gated or expended to administer or enforce any standard,9

the Department may be used, with the approval of the Sec-10

retary, to provide for the costs of mine rescue and survival11

operations in the event of a major disaster: Provided, That12

none of the funds appropriated under this paragraph shall13

be obligated or expended to carry out section 115 of the Fed-14

eral Mine Safety and Health Act of 1977 or to carry out15

that portion of section 104(g)(1) of such Act relating to the16

enforcement of any training requirements, with respect to17

shell dredging, or with respect to any sand, gravel, surface18

stone, surface clay, colloidal phosphate, or surface limestone19

mine.20

‘‘(b) INTER-INSTITUTE COORDINATION.—3

‘‘(B) DISCRETIONARY REQUIREMENTS.—12

With respect to Parkinson’s, each center assisted13

under this subsection may—14

‘‘(i) conduct training programs for sci-15

entists and health professionals;16

‘‘(ii) conduct programs to provide in-17

formation and continuing education to18

health professionals;19

‘‘(iii) conduct programs for the dis-20

semination of information to the public;21

‘‘(iv) separately or in collaboration22

with other centers, establish a nationwide23

data system derived from patient popu-24

lations with Parkinson’s, and where pos-25
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sible, comparing relevant data involving1

general populations;2

‘‘(v) separately or in collaboration3

with other centers, establish a Parkinson’s4

Disease Information Clearinghouse to facili-5

tate and enhance knowledge and under-6

standing of Parkinson’s disease; and7

‘‘(vi) separately or in collaboration8

with other centers, establish a national edu-9

cation program that fosters a national focus10

on Parkinson’s and the care of those with11

Parkinson’s.12

‘‘(3) STIPENDS REGARDING TRAINING PRO-13

GRAMS.—A center may use funds provided under14

paragraph (1) to provide stipends for scientists and15

health professionals enrolled in training programs16

under paragraph (2)(B).17

‘‘(4) DURATION OF SUPPORT.—Support of a cen-18

ter under this subsection may be for a period not ex-19

ceeding five years. Such period may be extended by20

the Director of NIH for one or more additional peri-21

ods of not more than five years if the operations of22

such center have been reviewed by an appropriate23

technical and scientific peer review group established24

COMPREHENSIVE FETAL ALCOHOL SYNDROME PREVENTION19

SEC. 213. (a) SHORT TITLE.—This section may be20

cited as the ‘‘Comprehensive Fetal Alcohol Syndrome Pre-21

vention Act’’.22

(b) FINDINGS.—Congress finds that—23

(1) Fetal Alcohol Syndrome is the leading known24

cause of mental retardation, and it is 100 percent25

preventable;26
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(2) each year, up to 12,000 infants are born in1

the United States with Fetal Alcohol Syndrome, suf-2

fering irreversible physical and mental damage;3

(3) thousands more infants are born each year4

with Fetal Alcohol Effects, which are lesser, though5

still serious, alcohol-related birth defects;6

(4) children of women who use alcohol while7

pregnant have a significantly higher infant mortality8

rate (13.3 per 1000) than children of those women9

who do not use alcohol (8.6 per 1000);10

(5) Fetal Alcohol Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol11

Effects are national problems which can impact any12

child, family, or community, but their threat to13

American Indians and Alaska Natives is especially14

alarming;15

(6) in some American Indian communities,16

where alcohol dependency rates reach 50 percent and17

above, the chances of a newborn suffering Fetal Alco-18

hol Syndrome or Fetal Alcohol Effects are up to 3019

times greater than national averages;20

(7) in addition to the immeasurable toll on chil-21

dren and their families, Fetal Alcohol Syndrome and22

Fetal Alcohol Effects pose extraordinary financial23

costs to the Nation, including the costs of health care,24
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education, foster care, job training, and general sup-1

port services for affected individuals;2

(8) the total cost to the economy of Fetal Alcohol3

Syndrome was approximately $2,700,000,000 in4

1995, and over a lifetime, health care costs for one5

Fetal Alcohol Syndrome child are estimated to be at6

least $1,400,000;7

(9) researchers have determined that the possibil-8

ity of giving birth to a baby with Fetal Alcohol Syn-9

drome or Fetal Alcohol Effects increases in proportion10

to the amount and frequency of alcohol consumed by11

a pregnant woman, and that stopping alcohol con-12

sumption at any point in the pregnancy reduces the13

emotional, physical, and mental consequences of alco-14

hol exposure to the baby; and15

(10) though approximately 1 out of every 5 preg-16

nant women drink alcohol during their pregnancy, we17

know of no safe dose of alcohol during pregnancy, or18

of any safe time to drink during pregnancy, thus, it19

is in the best interest of the Nation for the Federal20

Government to take an active role in encouraging all21

women to abstain from alcohol consumption during22

pregnancy.23

(c) PURPOSE.—It is the purpose of this section to es-24

tablish, within the Department of Health and Human Serv-25
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ices, a comprehensive program to help prevent Fetal Alcohol1

Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol Effects nationwide. Such pro-2

gram shall—3

(1) coordinate, support, and conduct basic and4

applied epidemiologic research concerning Fetal Alco-5

hol Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol Effects;6

(2) coordinate, support, and conduct national,7

State, and community-based public awareness, pre-8

vention, and education programs on Fetal Alcohol9

Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol Effects; and10

(3) foster coordination among all Federal agen-11

cies that conduct or support Fetal Alcohol Syndrome12

and Fetal Alcohol Effects research, programs, and13

surveillance and otherwise meet the general needs of14

populations actually or potentially impacted by Fetal15

Alcohol Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol Effects.16

(d) ESTABLISHMENT OF PROGRAM.—Title III of the17

‘‘(A) support, conduct, and evaluate the ef-5

fectiveness of—6

‘‘(i) training programs concerning the7

prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of8

Fetal Alcohol Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol9

Effects;10

‘‘(ii) prevention and education pro-11

grams, including school health education12

and school-based clinic programs for school-13

age children, concerning Fetal Alcohol Syn-14

drome and Fetal Alcohol Effects; and15

‘‘(iii) public and community aware-16

ness programs concerning Fetal Alcohol17

Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol Effects;18

‘‘(B) provide technical and consultative as-19

sistance to States, Indian tribal governments,20

local governments, scientific and academic insti-21

tutions, and nonprofit organizations concerning22

the programs referred to in subparagraph (A);23

and24
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‘‘(C) award grants to, and enter into coop-1

erative agreements and contracts with, States,2

Indian tribal governments, local governments,3

scientific and academic institutions, and non-4

profit organizations for the purpose of—5

‘‘(i) evaluating the effectiveness, with6

particular emphasis on the cultural com-7

petency and age-appropriateness, of pro-8

grams referred to in subparagraph (A);9

‘‘(ii) providing training in the preven-10

tion, diagnosis, and treatment of Fetal Al-11

cohol Syndrome and Fetal Alcohol Effects;12

‘‘(iii) educating school-age children, in-13

cluding pregnant and high-risk youth, con-14

(42 U.S.C. 602(a)(7)(A)(iii)), requirements under the25

temporary assistance for needy families program26
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under part A of title IV of such Act may, for good1

cause, be waived for so long as necessary; and2

(4) good cause waivers granted pursuant to sec-3

tion 402(a)(7)(A)(iii) of such Act (42 U.S.C.4

602(a)(7)(A)(iii)) are intended to be temporary and5

directed only at particular program requirements6

ment requires the enactment of Federal legislation by12

the Congress and the President;13

(4) there are more than 125,000 farms in the14

United States which derive a substantial portion of15

their income from the cultivation and sale of tobacco;16

(5) representatives of tobacco growers were com-17

pletely excluded from the negotiations on the national18

tobacco settlement, and were poorly informed, or not19

informed at all, of any details of the settlement nego-20

tiations by any participants in those negotiations;21

(6) the national tobacco settlement includes com-22

pensation for several adversely affected groups, in-23

cluding NASCAR, rodeo, and other event sponsors,24

but includes absolutely no compensation whatsoever25
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or other provisions relating to the impact of the settle-1

ment on tobacco growers;2

(7) no other group has their livelihoods affected3

by the national tobacco settlement as adversely as to-4

bacco growers;5

(8) the local economies of tobacco growing com-6

munities will be adversely affected by implementation7

of the national tobacco settlement;8

(9) the national tobacco settlement contemplates9

$368,500,000,000 in payments from tobacco manufac-10

turers over the next 25 years, and not all of this11

amount has been specifically earmarked by the agree-12

ment; and13

(10) the Federal tobacco program was designed14

to operate at no net cost to the Federal taxpayer, the15

national tobacco settlement does not contemplate any16

changes to the operation of this program, and even17

many critics of the national tobacco settlement, in-18

cluding representatives from the public health commu-19

nity, have expressed support for the continued oper-20

ation of a Federal tobacco program which operates at21

no net cost to taxpayers.22

(b) SENSE OF THE SENATE.—It is the sense of the Sen-23

ate that—24
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(1) tobacco growers should be fairly compensated1

as part of any Federal legislation for the adverse im-2

pact which will follow from the enactment of the na-3

tional tobacco settlement;4

(L) to carry out title I of the Elementary18

and Secondary Education Act of 1965; or19

(2) 50 percent of the amount appropriated under20

title III under the headings ‘‘Rehabilitation Services21

and Disability Research’’ and ‘‘Vocational and Adult22

Education’’.23

(c) Each local educational agency shall conduct a cen-24

sus to determine the number of kindergarten through grade25
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12 students served by the local educational agency not later1

than 21 days after the beginning of the school year. Each2

local educational agency shall submit the number to the3

Secretary.4

(d) The Secretary shall determine the amount awarded5

to each local educational agency under subsection (a) as fol-6

lows:7

(1) First, the Secretary, using the information8

provided under subsection (c), shall determine a per9

child amount by dividing the total amount of funds10

described in subsection (b), by the total number of11

kindergarten through grade 12 students in all States.12

(2) Second, the Secretary, using the information13

provided under subsection (c), shall determine the14

baseline amount for each local educational agency by15

multiplying the per child amount determined under16

paragraph (1) by the number of kindergarten through17

grade 12 students that are served by the local edu-18

cational agency.19

(3) Lastly, the Secretary shall compute the20

amount awarded to each local educational agency as21

follows:22

(A) Multiply the baseline amount deter-23

mined under paragraph (2) by a factor of 1.1 for24

local educational agencies serving States that are25
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in the least wealthy quintile of all States as de-1

termined by the Secretary on the basis of the per2

capita income of individuals in the States.3

(B) Multiply the baseline amount by a fac-4

tor of 1.05 for local educational agencies serving5

States that are in the second least wealthy such6

quintile.7

(C) Multiply the baseline amount by a fac-8

tor of 1.00 for local educational agencies serving9

States that are in the third least wealthy such10

quintile.11

(D) Multiply the baseline amount by a fac-12

tor of .95 for local educational agencies serving13

States that are in the fourth least wealthy such14

quintile.15

(E) Multiply the baseline amount by a fac-16

tor of .90 for local educational agencies serving17

States that are in the wealthiest such quintile.18

(4) Notwithstanding paragraph (3), the Sec-19

retary shall compute the amount awarded to each20

local educational agency serving the State of Alaska21

or Hawaii by multiplying the base line amount deter-22

mined under paragraph (2) for the local educational23

agency by a factor of 1.00.24
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(e) If the total amount of funds described in subsection1

(b) that are made available to carry out subsection (a) is2

insufficient to pay in full all amounts awarded under sub-3

section (d), then the Secretary shall ratably reduce each4

such amount.5

(f) If the Secretary determines that a local educational6

agency has knowingly submitted false information under7

subsection (c) for the purpose of gaining additional funds8

under subsection (a), then the local educational agency shall9

be fined an amount equal to twice the difference between10

the amount the local educational agency received under sub-11

section (d), and the correct amount the local educational12

agency would have received if the agency had submitted ac-13

curate information under subsection (c).14

(g)(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the15

Secretary of Education shall award the total amount of16

funds made available under this Act to carry out title I17

of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 196518

for fiscal year 1998 directly to local educational agencies19

in accordance with paragraph (2) to enable the local edu-20

cational agencies to support programs or activities for kin-21

dergarten through grade 12 students that the local edu-22

cational agencies deem appropriate.23

(2) Each local educational agency shall receive an24

amount awarded under this subsection that bears the same25
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relation to the total amount of funds made available under1

this Act to carry out title I of the Elementary and Second-2

ary Education Act of 1965 for fiscal year 1998 as the num-3

ber of children counted under section 1124(c) of such Act4

for the local educational agency for fiscal year 1997 bears5

to the total number of students so counted for all local edu-6

cational agencies for fiscal year 1997.7

(h) Notwithstanding any other provision of this sec-8

tion, the total amount awarded to local educational agencies9

in each State under this section shall not be less than the10

net dollars that States would have received absent the provi-11

sions of this section.12

(i) In this section—13

(1) the term ‘‘local educational agency’’ has the14

meaning given the term in section 14101 of the Ele-15

mentary and Secondary Education Act of 1965;16

(2) the term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of17

Education; and18

(3) the term ‘‘State’’ means each of the several19

States of the United States, the District of Columbia,20

the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, Guam, American21

Samoa, the Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana22

Islands, the United States Virgin Islands, the Repub-23

lic of the Marshall Islands, the Federated States of24

Micronesia, and the Republic of Palau.25
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SEC. 524. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of1

law, the Office of Educational Research and Improvement2

shall submit to the Committee on Appropriations of the3

Senate a spending plan for activities funded under this title4

under the heading ‘‘EDUCATION RESEARCH, STATISTICS,5

AND IMPROVEMENT’’, prior to the obligation of the funds.6

(b)(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the7

National Assessment Governing Board established under8

section 412 of the National Education Statistics Act of 19949

(20 U.S.C. 9011) (hereafter in this section referred to as10

the ‘‘Board’’) shall hereafter have exclusive authority over11

all policies, direction, and guidelines for establishing and12

implementing voluntary national tests for 4th grade Eng-13

lish reading and 8th grade mathematics: Provided, That the14

tests shall be made available to a State, local educational15

agency, or private or parochial school, upon the request of16

the State, agency, or school, and the use of the tests shall17

not be a condition for receiving any Federal funds: Pro-18

vided further, That within 90 days after the date of enact-19

ment of this Act, the Board shall review the national test20

development contract in effect on the date of enactment of21

this Act, and modify the contract as the Board determines22

necessary: Provided further, That if the contract cannot be23

modified to the extent determined necessary by the Board,24

the contract shall be terminated and the Board shall nego-25
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tiate a new contract, under the Board’s exclusive control,1

for the tests.2

(2) In exercising the Board’s responsibilities under3

paragraph (1) regarding the national tests, and notwith-4

standing any action undertaken by the Department of Edu-5

cation or a person contracting with or providing services6

for the Department regarding the planning, or the develop-7

ment of specifications, for the tests, the Board shall—8

(A) ensure that the content and standards for the9

tests are the same as the content and standards for10

the National Assessment;11

(B) exercise exclusive authority over any expert12

panel or advisory committee that will be or is estab-13

lished with respect to the tests;14

(C) ensure that the tests are linked to the Na-15

tional Assessment to the maximum degree possible;16

(D) develop test objectives, test specifications,17

and test methodology;18

(E) develop policies for test administration, in-19

cluding guidelines for inclusion of, and accommoda-20

tions for, students with disabilities and students with21

limited English proficiency;22

(F) develop policies for reporting test results, in-23

cluding the use of standards or performance levels,24

and for test use;25
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(G) have final authority over the appropriate-1

ness of all test items;2

(H) ensure that all items selected for use on the3

tests are free from racial, cultural, or gender bias;4

and5

(I) take such actions and make such policies as6

the Board determines necessary.7

(c) No State or local educational agency may require8

any private or parochial school student, or home-schooled9

individual, to take any test developed under this Act with-10

out the written consent of the student or individual.11

(d) Section 412 of the National Education Statistics12

Act of 1994 (20 U.S.C. 9011) is amended—13

(1) in subsection (b)(1)—14

(A) by amending subparagraph (A) to read15

as follows:16

‘‘(A) three Governors, or former Governors,17

of whom not more than 1 shall be a member of18

the same political party as the President;’’;19

(B) by amending subparagraph (B) to read20

as follows:21

‘‘(B) two State legislators, of whom not22

more than 1 shall be a member of the same polit-23

ical party as the President;’’;24
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(C) in subparagraph (H), by striking ‘‘one1

representative’’ and inserting ‘‘three representa-2

tives’’;3

(D) by amending subparagraph (I) to read4

as follows:5

‘‘(I) two mayors, of whom not more than 16

shall be a member of the same political party as7

the President;’’;8

(E) by striking subparagraph (J); and9

(F) by redesignating subparagraphs (K),10

(L), and (M) as subparagraphs (J), (K), and11

(L), respectively;12

(2) in subsection (c)—13

(A) in paragraph (1), by striking ‘‘and14

may not exceed a period of 3’’ and inserting15

‘‘and shall be for periods of 4’’; and16

(B) in paragraph (2), by inserting ‘‘con-17

secutive’’ after ‘‘two’’;18

(3) by amending subsection (d) to read as fol-19

lows:20

‘‘(d) VACANCIES.—As vacancies on the Board occur,21

new members of the Board shall be appointed by the Sec-22

retary from among individuals who are nominated by the23

Board after consultation with representatives of the individ-24

uals described in subsection (b)(1). For each vacancy, the25
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Board shall nominate at least 3 individuals who are quali-1

fied by experience or training to fill the particular Board2

vacancy.’’; and3

(4) in subsection (e) by adding at the end the fol-4

lowing:5

‘‘(7) INDEPENDENCE.—In the exercise of its6

functions, powers, and duties, the Board shall be7

independent of the Secretary and the other offices and8

officers of the Department. The Secretary shall, by9

written delegation of authority, authorize the Board10

to award grants and contracts, and otherwise operate,11

to the maximum extent practicable, independent of12

the Department.’’.13

(e) Not later than 30 days after the date of enactment14

of this Act, the Secretary of Education, in consultation with15

the Speaker and Minority Leader of the House of Represent-16

atives, and the Majority Leader and Minority Leader of17

the Senate, shall appoint individuals to fill vacancies on18

the National Assessment Governing Board caused by the ex-19

piration of the terms of members of the Board, or the cre-20

ation of new membership positions on the Board pursuant21

to amendments made by this Act.22
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This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Departments of Labor,1

Health and Human Services, and Education, and Related2

Agencies Appropriations Act, 1998’’.3
